Bewdley 
Books 
to close 
at Xmas 

A BOOK SHOP in 
Bewdley will close for 
the final time at 
Christmas after more 
than 25 years’trading. 

Helen and Glen Jones 
have run Bewdley Books, 
in Load Street, for the 
past seven years but say 
final trading will be on 
Christmas Eve. 

Mrs Jones, aged 48, 
said they originally con¬ 
sidered closing last year 
but did not want to give 
up on the shop. 

“Unfortunately we 
have reached the point 
now where we can no 
longer continue and have 
decided to close,” she 
said. 

“It is the end of an era 
in many ways as the book 
shop itself has been here 
for over 25 years. 

Cheaper 

“The book industry has 
changed with supermar¬ 
kets starting to sell books 
for cheaper than we can. 

“We also cannot 
compete with online 
stores like Amazon in 
terms of prices. 

“It’s a shame. We have 
a very loyal customer 
base in Bewdley and that 
was part of the reason we 
did not close last year. 

“This has been a very 
difficult decision.” 

Mrs Jones said trade 
did not recover from 
roadworks at the start of 
2010 to replace under¬ 
ground pipes beneath 
Load Street and adjoin¬ 
ing roads. “If visitors find 
themselves stuck in 
traffic they bypass the 
town,” she said. 

Mrs Jones said her 
husband already has a 
full-time job. 

She plans to work as a 
linguist once the shop 
closes.

M ETAL thieves operating in the Wyre Forest 
have stunned residents with their latest 
target - a post box. 

The cast iron box, worth around £100, was stolen from Trim- 
pley Lane, Shatterford between midday on Tuesday, November 
23 and noon the following day. The raiders sawed off the post 
attached to the box. 

And the thieves, driven by the rising price of scrap, have also 
had a go at a bigger target - a red phone box in the next parish. 

Police suspect that the 
post box theft happened 
overnight. 

It came after news that 
metal thieves are also 
targeting roadworks in 
the region, stealing the 
copper cable found 
between temporary 
traffic lights. 

Councillor Graham 
Rickhuss, Chairman of 
Upper Arley Parish 
Council, said: “The 
problem is scrap metal 
has such a high value at 
the moment that people 
will go to all lengths to 
get what they can. 

“In the next parish 
thieves have recently 
tried to steal the red tele¬ 
phone box, but luckily 
they were caught by 
police. 

SUSPICIOUS 

“We have all been told 
to be aware of suspicious 
behaviour in the area, 
but with three telephone 
boxes and three post 
boxes we are currently in 
a very vulnerable posi¬ 
tion. Police are still 
making enquiries into 
the incident and we will 
just have to wait to hear 
from them. 

“We are very well 
policed in this area, but 
the trouble is they can’t 
be everywhere at once. 

“If the criminals will 
risk stealing such a large 
object near a busy road 
then they obviously have 
no fear.”

Gipsies are 
ordered off 
encampment 

A GIPSY encampment is to be cleared from 
land between Stourbridge and Kidderminster 
after an appeal was thrown out by planning 
inspectors. 

Unauthorised caravans, buildings and fences 
must be removed from the site, at Stakenbridge 
Lane, Churchill, by July 31 next year. 

Wyre Forest District Council issued an enforce¬ 
ment notice to clear the land last December after a 
planning application for the site was rejected. 

Appropriate 

But an appeal was launched against the council 
order. 

The case was submitted to Planning Inspectorate, 
in Bristol, for a final decision. 

The inspectorate found in favour of the council, 
dismissing the appeal. 

The land is owned by the family of gipsies but 
Wyre Forest District Council said it was not an 
appropriate site at which to place caravans.

Row as fly tipping

A GARDEN centre owner from Stourport 
whose land has become a target for fly 
tippers has branded Wychavon environ¬ 
mental officers as “cowboys”. 

Gary Blount, proprietor of Bishops Wood 
Nursery, Crossway Green, has fallen victim to 
fly tippers twice this year. 

Mr Blount reported the first incident, which hap¬ 
pened on November 11, on the same day to the 
council and said he was assured an officer would be 
out later that day to assess the situation. 


Three weeks later his 
family, whose car was 
blocked in by the rubbish 
for three days, are still 
waiting for the visit. 

Earlier this year the 
council had put up a sign 
warning fly tippers of a 
£50,000 fine if caught. 

But in the latest inci¬ 
dent the sign been ripped 
down - and thrown on 
top of the rubbish. 

Mr Blount sent a 
written complaint to the 
council on November 12 
and received a response 
seven days later. 

Problem 

The father of four said: 
“The council replied with 
a letter that completely 
ignored the issue. 

“They’re just a bunch 
of cowboys who don’t 
seem to know what to do. 

“In the past we have 
reported the incidents to 
the council only to be told 
that it is our problem to 
remove this rubbish 
because it is on private 
land. We have reported it 
to the police whose only 
response was to tell us 
not to push it onto the 
road or we would be pros¬ 
ecuted.” 

The rubbish, which 
included conifer trees

and general waste, also 
included a discarded 
letter with an address. 

Mr Blount said: “This 
could be our link to the 
people that are getting 
away with doing this.” 

He now plans to install 
more security cameras. 

David Robert, crime 
enforcement officer at 
Wychavon District 
Council, said: “We inves¬ 
tigate all incidents of fly¬ 
tipping and prosecute 
offenders where suffi¬ 
cient evidence is avail¬ 
able, but we have not 
received any material 
from Mr Blount which 
could lead us to the cul¬ 
prits. We have written to 
Mr Blount and provided 
advice to help him with

carrier licence.

“Hartlebury Common is 
an area of natural beauty 
and an asset to the entire 
county, enjoyed by 
walkers, joggers, horse- 
riders and nature-lovers 
alike. 

“Over the next 10 years 
we will be working on a 
plan to restore heathland 
across the common. The 
introduction of grazing 
as a management tool is 
a major part of this.” 

Many trees will be 
removed but timber will 
be recycled into firewood 
and sold locally or used 
as bio-fuel.

Warning 
over the 
cold snap 

WYRE FOREST resi¬ 
dents are being urged to 
keep an eye on elderly 
relatives and neighbours 
during the cold snap. 

The move comes from 
Worcestershire County 
Council, together with 
partners NHS Worces¬ 
tershire, Age Concern 
Herefordshire and 
Worcestershire and the 
Warmer Worcestershire 
Network. 

Many older people live 
alone and can find winter 
months tough, but a 
simple check can make a 
difference.

A short time later they 
robbed another 16-year- 
old who was walking 
home alone around the 
Gilgal after an evening 
out with his girlfriend. 

He was dragged on to 
the canal towpath and 
bound with tape while 
two mobile phones, a £10 
note and some keys were 
stolen from him. 

Nasty 

Krumins, Borisos and 
Larkins were arrested in 
the Stourport area in the 
early hours of the follow¬ 
ing day. Police found 
items belonging to one of 
their victims in the car 
they had used. 

Following sentencing 
DC Willetts said: “These 
were nasty, random 
attacks but thanks to a 
strong team effort we 
were able to track down 
those responsible very 
quickly. 

“The length of the sen¬ 
tences reflects just how 
seriously the courts 
regard this type of 
offence and it hopefully 
provides some reassur¬ 
ance for people to know 
that they will be behind 
bars for a considerable 
period of time. 

“Fortunately crimes of 
this nature are relatively 
rare in West Mercia but 
this case illustrates the 
fact that when they do 
happen we will use all 
the resources at our dis¬ 
posal to ensure the 
offenders are located and 
brought to justice.”

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Big fall in council sickness rates 


SICKNESS rates at Wyre 
Forest District Council have 
almost halved. 

Close monitoring and early 
intervention is being hailed for 
the improved figures. 

In the first two quarters of 
2010-11, absence across the 
council was just under 3.4 days 
per employee compared with 6.2 
days in the equivalent period for 
the previous year. 


Councillor Nathan Desmond, 
cabinet member for resources, 
said: “I am really pleased with 
the improvement in these 
figures. 

“Council employees are to be 
congratulated on this achieve¬ 
ment against the backdrop of 
significant change within the 
council. 

“Cutting sickness absence 
has reduced the cost of sick pay 


by 55 per cent, which means 
better value for residents and 
more consistent service for all 
our customers. 

“Three years ago council 
employees had, on average, 11 
sickness leave days per year, 
which placed us in the bottom 
25 per cent of authorities in the 
country. We are cautious in our 
optimism as seasonal sickness 
could affect figures over the 


winter. However, if current 
trends continue, we will signifi¬ 
cantly improve our sickness 
rates over the coming year.” 

Councillor Desmond attrib¬ 
uted the reduction in absences 
to close monitoring of sickness 
levels leading to early interven¬ 
tion. He said: “The council will 
continue to be proactive. We will 
also support measures to 
improve staff wellbeing.”

WYRE FOREST District Council is 
joining forces with four other authori¬ 
ties in Worcestershire to combine pur¬ 
chasing power and get better value for 
money for residents.

The growth in cyber crime has seen Encription Limited, based at the 
Foley Park industrial estate, take on four more workers to take their 
total to 10.

COUNTY scientists are helping 
to ensure tip-top tandooris. 

Worcestershire County 

Council’s scientific services unit 
is checking scores of curry 
samples as part of a major 
nationwide study. 

The three-month project began 
last month and also incorporated 
National Curry Week (November 
22-26). 

Artificial colourings such as 
those that give korma and 
massala dishes their distinctive 
hue - and particularly those 
linked to hyperactivity in chil¬ 
dren - are among the aspects 
going under the microscope at 
the laboratory in Worcester. 

Scientists are also monitoring 
nutritional composition, includ¬ 
ing how much salt a dish con¬ 
tains, examining curries for the

korma 


presence of rouge allergy-induc¬ 
ing ingredients such as nuts and 
confirming meat is sold as adver¬ 
tised. 

Laboratory manager Paul 
Hancock said: “Rules to make 
sure all foods meet certain crite¬ 
ria are in place for a reason. 

“It’s really important that 
when people go out to eat — be it 
for an Indian, Chinese or simply 
a bag of fish and chips — they can 
be confident what they are 
buying is sold as advertised and 
amongst other things, does not 
have excessive colourings or 
salt.” 

Since the laboratory moved to 
its new premises in Wainwright 
Road, Worcester its work has led 
to six successful prosecutions 
being brought under the Food 
Safety Act. 


Don’t walk into park 
at night, urge police 


KIDDERMINSTER residents have been 
advised not to walk through Brinton Park 
in darkness after a robbery there. 

The police warning comes after a gang of 
yobs attacked and robbed a man of his wallet 
and mobile phone. 

The victim, who is in his 40s, walked into the park 
via the entrance by the Watermill pub on Park Lane. 

He was approached by 
three or four males, 
thought to be in their 
teens, who pulled him 
into a hedge and 
searched his pockets 
before taking items 
including his wallet and 
a mobile phone. 

The victim ran from 
his attackers to the 
Watermill pub and called 
police. 

Officers later recov¬ 
ered most of the man’s 
property from the park, 
including his phone and 
wallet, although a sub¬ 
stantial amount of cash 
was missing from it. 

Now police have 
appealed for witnesses or 
information about the 
robbery, which happened 
shortly before 5pm on 
Tuesday, November 23. 

Jeans 

The attackers were all 
between 5ft 9in and 5ft 
11 in, of medium to large 
build and wearing dark, 
hooded tops with the 
hoods up and scarves 
around their faces. One 
of them was wearing 
light coloured jeans. 

PC Niki Deakin said: 
‘We would like to hear 
from anyone who heard 
or saw anything of this 
incident near the park 
entrance or noticed a 
group of males of this 
description hanging 
around there or making 
off from the scene at 
around 5pm on Tuesday. 

“We are particularly 
interested in talking to a 
man who was walking 
his dog near the park but 
was told by the victim not 
to go inside because of 
what had just happened 
to him. 

“Although incidents 
like this are relatively 
unusual we would advise 
people to have regard to 
their personal safety and 
avoid walking through 
the park during the 
evenings as there is no 
lighting there.”

The Blackpool lass who’s 
now a towering performer 


From reality show to stardom, Jodie Prenger talks to LEON 
BURAKOWSKI about Spamalot, a TV show... and her pets 


I’D Do Anything winner Jodie Prenger is 
looking on the bright side of life, having left 
the cast of Oliver! to star in touring Monty 
Python musical Spamalot and with a TV sit¬ 
com to be broadcast in the new year. 

The Blackpool belter is playing a showbiz diva 
in the musical featuring Always Look On The 
Bright Side Of Life and she will take a lead role in 
BBC show Candy Cabs, a comedy from the 
writers of Dalziel and Pasco. 

It’s about a ‘women only’ taxi firm in the North- 
West and also features ex-EastEnder Jo Joyner, 
Lisa Millett and Claire Sweeney. 

In the two years since the public chose Jodie, 
over the judges’ favourites, to win the coveted role 
of Nancy in the West End revival of Oliver!, her 
rollercoaster career ride has been on a permanent 
up. 

She has become a regular on TV and radio, pre¬ 
senting the Lottery Show, covering for Elaine 
Paige and Paul O’Grady on Radio 2, and making 


lots of concert appearances, many with her 
showbiz pal John Barrowman.She also made an 
album of nostalgic wartime songs and has a new 
album coming out on major label Sony next year. 

Before I’d Do Anything, Jodie first got some¬ 
times unflattering exposure on reality weight loss 
show The Biggest Loser (she lost 8st) but has no 
regrets. “It gave me my health back,” says the size 
14 songstress. I try to get out and exercise but I 
love my food. I couldn’t be one of those people 
who sniff a lettuce leaf.

“I’ve got loads of pets back home in Blackpool 
where I lived with my mum and dad,” she says.

toise, two rabbits, one cockatiel, two budgies and 
some fish ... and obviously Hogan is with me. 

“Hogan Jacko Prenger, he is a Yorkshire terrier, 
the son of my other one at home. He’s still a 
puppy. He’s very good.” 

She will be lighting up the stage at the Alexan¬ 
dra Theatre in some amazing gowns as the Lady 
of the Lake - a mickey take of showbiz leading 
ladies - in the musical based on Monty Python and 
the Holy Grail. “I saw Spamalot on the West End 
and loved the show, loved the comedy, loved the 
costumes, loved the sets - I loved everything 
about it. So when I got asked to do it, I jumped at 
the chance,” Jodie says. 

But wasn’t she worried that it made fun of the 
showbiz world she now inhabits? “It’s got to be 
done. If you can’t laugh at yourself what can you 
laugh at?” she answers. “I can’t stand 
‘starry’ people.” 

Jodie learned her craft the hard way, 
on the northern cabaret circuit, sup¬ 
porting the likes of comedians Jimmy 
Cricket and the late Bernard Manning. 

“Oh, the Manning crowd,” she looks 
to the ceiling as she speaks. “They had 
about five teeth between them. “The 
cabaret circuit was hard graft but it 
really helped me, to be able to have a 
good laugh with an audience and I 
sang all the songs of the musicals. 

“I’d Do Anything was hard, you had 
to put on this amazing show every 
week but doing something you love 
doing doesn’t really feel like work. 

“I owe the public a gazillion thank- 
yous. It is everything I have dreamt of. 
Dressing up and singing these songs, 
it’s like being a kid.” 

Spamalot is staged at the Alexandra 
Theatre from December 7 to January 
1. Jodie will not be appearing on 
December 22, 23, 24 and 26 because 
she’ll be going home to Blackpool to 
spend Christmas with her family. 


Josh, older and wiser 


A BROKEN heart inspired the lyrics 
of Hold Me Down, this year’s hit album 
from young Surrey rockers You Me At 
Six, who headline at Wolverhampton 
Civic Hall next week. 

Frontman Josh Franceschi told the 
Chronicle: “I have only had my heart 
broken once. 

“The relationship with my long term 
girlfriend finished just before the band 
began work on Hold Me Down. 

“It was a cathartic process. I poured 
my emotions into the lyrics. I think that 
is why people can identify with it.” 

The success of the second album 
from the melodic power punks has 
catapulted them from the Wulfrun Hall 
two years ago to playing to more than 
five thousand fans at the Civic on 
Monday and Tuesday.

Saab shows just how to 
tackle the snow business

WITH early winter 
snow predicted this 
weekend Saab has 
urging UK drivers to 
take necessary precau¬ 
tions. 

Alan Cowan, general 
manager aftersales at Saab 
GB, said: “After the severe 
winter weather we experi¬ 
enced last year the thought 
of a repeat performance is 
fairly daunting. 

“Difficult driving condi¬ 
tions greatly increase the 
risk of an accident and even 
routine journeys can 
become hazardous experi¬ 
ences. As a nation we’re not 
really geared up to dealing 
with extreme weather con¬ 
ditions and snow can make 
even the most seasoned 
driver wary. 

Simple 

“A few simple precautions 
and a bit of Saab ‘snow-how’ 
can really make a difference 
both in terms of safety and 
confidence when out on the 
road.” 

Mr Cowan said Saab knew all there was 
to know about preparing for and driving in 
the snow and ice 

“Saab is used to designing and building 
cars to cope with the Scandinavian winter, 
including putting all models through the 
famous ‘elk’ test to check winter handling 
ability. 

“Whilst ice and snow are obvious 
hazards, it’s often the ‘invisible’ threat of 
black ice which can cause the biggest prob¬ 
lems and driving round sheltered bends or 
corners which are shaded from the sun are 
where black ice is most likely to catch you 
out. 

“A tell-tale clue that you are on black ice 
is when all goes quiet in the car and you 
can’t hear any tyre noise. 

“If you find yourself in this situation, 
don’t brake or make any sudden steering 
inputs, but ease off the accelerator and

proceed slowly and smoothly.” He added: 
“Know your car. It may sound silly, but it is 
essential to know whether your car is a 
front or a rear wheel drive vehicle so you 
can react accordingly in icy conditions. 

“Skidding in snow or ice can easily occur, 
even at relatively low speeds. If it does 
happen, never brake. In the event of a 
front-wheel skid in a front-wheel drive car, 
come off the accelerator and steer the front 
wheels in the direction you wish to go. For 
a rear wheel skid, steer into the skid. ABS 
(anti-lock braking system) will help 
prevent skidding under braking.” 

Greater 

Mr Cowan said the stopping distance for 
a car travelling at 30 mph was more than 
twice as long in icy conditions so “it’s impor¬ 
tant to keep an even greater distance 
between you and the car ahead”. 

“Added to which, grip is at a real 


harsh Scandinavian winters 


premium in winter conditions and a tyre 
with only the legal minimum tread depth 
displaces 85 per cent less water than a new 
tyre. If your tyres are on the edge of 
needing to be replaced, act now rather 
than run the risk of losing grip or aqua¬ 
planing on the road. 

“Lights can quickly become caked in 
road grime when it’s snowy and slushy and 
the range of your car’s headlamps can be 
reduced by as much as 30m if road grime 
accumulates on the lens. Clean them regu¬ 
larly, even mid-journey in severe condi¬ 
tions, so that you can ‘see and be seen’ at all 
times. 

“It goes without saying that anti-freeze 
is the engine’s first line of defence, and it’s 
really important to get this checked each 
year, regardless of mileage. Finally, min¬ 
imise wheel spin when moving off in 
manual transmission cars by using a 
higher gear.”
